Our  lining  out  shrubs  are  mostly  cutting  grown  and 
transplanted  once  in  rows  in  the  field  where  they 
have  grown  one  or  two  years  except  those  varieties 
customarily  grown  from  hard  wood  cuttings.  All 
seedlings,  whether  one  year  or  two  years  of  age,  are 
specified  as  “S”.  Our  pot  grown  shrubs  are  grown 
one  full  year  in  the  frames  out  doors  or  are  wintered 
over  in  a  cool  greenhouse.  Our  plants  are  of  good  size 
but  not  thin  from  over  fertilization.  They  give  excellent 
stands  in  the  field  and  make  new  friends  for  us  and

For  shipment  we  wrap  the  pot  balls  individually 
in  sphagnum  moss  then  in  waxed  paper  to  preserve 
the  moisture  and  prevent  undue  breakage  of  the 
ball.  We  know  of  no  better  method  of  packing 
grafts.
